To  Cost  $1,500,000 

Preliminary  plans  for  the  $1,500,000  Family  Life  Building  have 
been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  according  to  Ben  E.  Lewis, 
associate  treasurer.  “Although  design  of  the  exterior  has  been  com- 
pleted, detailed  planning  is  still  proceeding  within,”  Mr.  Lewis  said. 

Bids  will  probably  be  called  in  March,  and  construction  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  this  spring,  Mr.  Lewis  said.  Completion,  is  anticipated 
by  fall  quarter,  1956. 

The  new  building  will  have  95,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  in 
its  three  stories  and  partial  basement. 

Located  in  student  parking  lot  north  of  McKay  Building  and  Eyr- 
ing  Science  Center,  the  new  structure  will  have  overall  dimensions  of 
400  feet  by  104  feet  at  the  widest  point.  Dimensions  for  the  main 
three-story  portion  are  368  feet  long  and  64  feet  wide.

The  Honor  Code  and  Honor  Council  were 
established  at  Brighham  Young  University  to 
assure  “more  general  adherence  to  our  ideals 
and  standards  of  personal  integrity  and  social 
rseponsibility.”  It  is  our  belief  that  the  Honor 
Code  has  a needed  place  in  our  university  life, 
but  that  its  effectiveness  depends  entirely  upon 
how  well  students  and  faculty  are  familiar  with 
its  aims,  methods  and  philosophy. 

New  students  and  freshmen  are  given  in- 
tensive instruction  about  the  honor  code  during 
their  orientation  activities,  but  this  comes  dur- 
ing that  hectic  week  of  pre-school  activities  and 
much  of  the  good  that  comes  from  this  first 
contact  may  well  be  lost  before  long. 

Sophomores  and  upperclassmen,  also  may  not 
be  aware  of  the  code,  as  they  should  be,  and 
are  perhaps  delinquent  in  their  support  of  it. 

In  order  to  familiarize  students  with  the  Hon- 


System,  the  Universe  and  Honor  Council  are 
cooperating  to  sponsor  an  “Honor  Code  Ques- 
tion Box.”  We  solicit  questions  and  comments 
concerning  any  phase  of  this  part  of  our  uni- 
versity life. 

What  is  perhaps  not  commonly  understood 
is  that  it  is  not  punitive  in  purpose  or  pro- 
cedure. “It  is  to  be  administered,”  reads  section 
ten,  “in  the  spirit  of  helpfulness,  in  the  interest 
of  education  and  traditions  of  honor,  and  in 
the  interest  of  the  student  alleged  to  have  violat- 
ed its  provisions.” 

Reports  of  violations,  then,  are  recommenda- 
tions for  help,  not  indictments  recommending 
punishment. 

We  accept  the  idea  that  man  will  live  justly 
if  he  is  taught  correct  principles;  the  Honor 
Code,  administered  by  the  Honor  Council  with 
cooperation  of  all  students  is  .an  important  ag- 
ency for  teaching  correct  principles.

Dear  Editor: 

Steve  Hale’s  unique,  but  inane 
Suggestion  that  Pres.  Bisenhower 
resign  must  have  been  written 
to  provoke  a rebuttal.  Otherwise 
it  is  pointless. 

Logical  implication  of  the  ar- 
ticle is  that  the  party  which  does 
not  control  the  executive  branch 
of  government  is  bound  to  op- 
pose the  president  and  his  poli- 
cies, regardless  of  what  they  are. 
But  as  soon  as  a party  gains  con- 
trol of  the  executive  chair,  it  be- 
comes the  party  of  responsibility. 

In  other  words,  as  things  now 
stand,  the  Democrats  cannot  pos- 
sibly contribute  to  good  govern- 
ment, and  since  they  now  control 
the  legislative  branch,  we  are 
soon  to  be  embroiled  in  chaos  and 
stalemate.  If  Democrats  are  to  be 
irresponsible  and  let  partisan 
bickering  be  their  guiding  prin- 
ciple during  the  next  two  years, 
as  Hale  implies  may  happen,  are 
we  to  trust  them  with  executive 
control? 

Though  the  distinction  has 
been  somewhat  blurred  and  some- 
times forgotten  in  recent  years, 
legislative  and  executive  branches 
of  government  are  still  separate 
bodies.  My  history  teachers  have 
always  impressed  me  with  the 
thought  that  this  was  a wise  ar- 
rangement and  that  the  varying 
terms  of  office  of  the  president 
and  the  members  of  Congress  . 
contributed  a continuity  and  a 
flexibility  in  our  government  that 
is  highly  desirable. 

I am  far  from  convinced  that 
the  election  represented  a vote 


ago  by  a landslide  majority  of 
American  voters.  It  would  not 
“set  a glorious  precedent’’  for  a 
president  to  concede  that  partis- 
an bickering  has  such  a high 
priority  over  bi-partisan  desires 
for  good  government  that  it  is  im- 
possible for  government  to  func- 
tion when  the  opposition  has 
nominal  control  of  the  legislature.

That  may  be  cor- 
rest,  since  rect,  since  the  Demo- 
cratic Party  was  split  in  South 
Carolina,  and  it  was  a defeat  for 
one  of  the  factions.

William  F.  Knowland,  Senate 
majority  leader,  criticized  Am- 
bassador ‘Chip’  Bohlen  last  week 
for  attending  a Soviet  func- 
tion with  the  knowledge  tjiat 
Russian  planes  had  just  shot 
down  another  American  plane. 

Once  again,  Knowland  called 
for  cessation  of  diplomatic  re- 
lations with  the  Soviet  Union.  He 
stated  that  the  primary  function 
of  the  Russian  Embassy  is  to  act 
as  the  nerve  center  of  a vast  es- 
pionage ring. 

There  is  sound  logic  in  his  pro- 
posal to  break  diplomatic  rela- 
tions, but  the  furor  he  caused  ov- 
er Ambassador  Bohlen’s  actions 
seems  pointless  and  rather  pet- 
ty. 

Any  diplomat  who  contin- 
ually deviates  from  State  De- 
partment policy  usually  is 
destined  to  the  unhappy  end 
of  men  like  Joseph  P.  Davies. 
Davies  was  summarily  dis- 
missed after  two  decades  of 
foreign  service.  His  reputa- 
tion is  tainted,  with  inconclu- 
sive reports  from  loyalty 
boards,  and  his  character 
stigmatized  with  erroneous 
imputations. 

The  result  of  this  one-way  vi- 
tuperation is  a conservative  for- 
eign service,  functioning  almost 
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of  no-confidence  in  the  Eisenhow-  * ment-”  I hope  that  he  enlightens 


or  administration.  Increase 
Democratic  members  of  the 
House  was  small  in  terms  of  per- 
centage, and  change  i.n  the  Sen- 
ate was  practically  nil.

nearly  all  individaully  took  an 
active  part  in  the  election,  either 
as  candidates  or  campaign  man- 
agers. 

Immediate  impressions  of 
George  when  approached  for  an 
opinion  on  the  party  system  in- 
cluded acknowledgement  of  cer- 
tain advantages:  “more  unified 
group  elected,”  and  “some  ad- 
vantage to  candidates  in  making 
campaign  easier  and  of  greater 
magnitude.” 

“However,”  he  stated,  “it  has 
been  my  observation  this  year 
that  without  the  aid  of  such  a 
system  there  has  been  no  dis- 
unity.” He  pointed  out  that  cam- 
paigns have  been  restricted  in 
the  past  and  have  been  “suffi- 
cient to  allow  meeting  candi- 
dates.” 

He  cited  a “tremendous  advan- 
tage” to  organized  groups  and  a 
disadvantage  to  unorganized  can- 
didates, were  a party  system  to 
be  inaugurated. 

“Parties  would  create  a split 
that  does  not  seem  necessary,” 
he  said.  “We  need  a policy  of 
less  unhealthy  competition  and 
more  healthy  cooperation.” 

“I  don’t  want  to  be  thought  of 
as  one  who  says  ‘all  is  well  in 
Zion,  no  improvement  needed’,” 
he  added,  “but  this  (party  sys- 
tem) does  not  appear  to  have 
weighty  advantages  when  I view 
the  pro  and  con  factors.”

Old  Fashioned  Recipe  Features 
Beef  Stew  and  Dumpiings 

Cook  a roast  on  Sunday,  then  vegetables  are  tender.  Add  the 


have  stew  on  Monday.  A good 
stew  can  taste  as  good  as  a steak 
if  it  is  seasoned  right,  and  top- 
ped with  tender  dumplings.  A 
good  stew  can  also  be  as  easy 
on  the  budget  as  it  is  on  the 
appetite. 

Either  take  what’s  left  of  the 
roast,  or  buy  some  boneless  beef 
(chuck,  nevk,  flank  or  shank)  to 
make  a tasty  stew  that  everyone 
in  the  apartment  from  Jane  to 
Bob  will  relish.  Complete  the 
menu  with  hot  rolls,  a crisp  cab- 
bage slaw  and  dessert. 

OLD  FASHIONER  BEEF  STEW 

1%  pounds  boneless  beef  stew  meat 

2 tablespoons  flour 

1 cup  chopped  onion 

2 tablespoons  lard  or  other  fat 

2 cups  boiling  water 

1 bay  leaf 

4 whole  cloves 

2 tablespoons  salt 

1 cup  celery 

4 carrots 

4 small  or  3 medium  sized  potatoes 

1 can  of  medium  sized  peas 

Cut  the  meat  in  1%  inch  cubes, 
roll  in  flour,  and  brown  slowly 
iand  throughly  in  fat  for  15  min- 
utes. Brown  onion  at  the  same 
time.  To  the  browned  meat  and 
) onion,  add  water,  salt,  cloves  and 
bay  leaf.  Turn  the  heat  very  low, 
cover  and  simmer  for  IV2  hours. 

Now  add  carrots  cut  in  strips 
or  circles,  potatoes  cut  in  quar- 
ters and  celery  cut  in  V2  inch 
slices.  Add  another  cup  of  water 
and  one  more  teaspoon  salt,  cov- 
er and  cook  30  minutes  or  until 


peas  last  of  all. 

Mix  one  tablespoon  flour  with 
three  tablespoons  cold  water  and 
stir  into  the  gravy  of  the  stew 
to  thicken  it  just  before  serving. 

If  dumplings  are  desired,  put 
them  in  just  12  minutes  before 
serving.  Whether  made  with  or 
without  eggs,  they  are  lightest 
when  mixed,  with  just  enough 
milk  and  flour  to  blend  them. 

Drop  the  batter  promptly  by 
tablespoonful  into  the  bubbling 
stew.  Do  not  peek  while  they  are 
cooking!

Brigham  Young’s  freshmen  eleven  successfully  rang  down  the 
curtain  on  their  1954  season  with  a resounding  46-0  win  over  an  out- 
played Snow  Junior  College  outfit.  The  win  enabled  the  Kittens  to 
complete  a 2-1  season,  as  they  defeated  Utah  State  frosh,  7-0,  and 
lost  to  a potent  Utah  yearling  club  by  39-6  last  week. 

Striking  back  with  a vengeance  after  last  year’s  1§-14  loss  to 
Snow,  the  Kittens  rolled  up  32  poipts  in  the  first  half  and  breezed 
from  that  point.

Both  Dr.  Royden  Braithwaite 
and  Dr.  Marion  C.  Pfund,  Co- 
Deans  of  the  College  of  Family 
Living,  have  been  consulting  with 
architect  as  to  final  locations  of 
laboratories,  offices  and  class- 
rooms. Final  plans  are  expected 
around  the  first  of  the  year.
